Italy’s Plan to 
Hold Citizens

ROME, May 2.—Organization of 10,- 
000,000 Italians living abroad inte 
Fascist groups in order to save them 
for the mother country and dissuade 
them from becoming naturalized citi- 
zens of another country will be given 
renewed stimulus through a reor- 
ganized Italian consular service. 

Under the. plan announced in Rome 
today, the Fascist consular service will | 
be doubled. It will consist of 300 prin- 
cipal offices, including seventy con- 
sulate generals, eighty-eight con- 
sulates, ninety-two vice consulates, 
first class, and fifty honorary con- 
sulates, second class, besides a net- 
work of smaller agencies. 

These new agencies will be distribut- 
ed throughout the world, but the 
larger addition will be made in the 
United States, the Mediterranean 
basin, France, and South America.

Paul, where he engaged in the real 
“estate business with even less success, 
‘the venture ending in bankruptcy. 
|” Returning to Chicago, Mr. Bensinger 
went into patnership with the late 
‘Jake Schaefer, for many years a bil- 
liard champion, at 67 West Madison 
‘street. When that alliance was dis- 
‘solved, he secured Clarence Green as 

another partner, and they opened a 
recreation place on Clark street near 
Jackson. Eventually the company 
‘controlled eight such establishments,

Intermittent bickering and charges 
of “ politics” marked the resumption 
yesterday of a coroner's inquiry into 
the killing on primary election day, 
April 10, of Octavius Granady, colored 
Republican candidate for Twentieth 
ward committeeman against City Col- 
lector Morris Eller. 

‘Eller himself was the principal wit- 

mess of the day. He denied placidly 
any knowledge of disorders in his 
ward on election day, or of hearing of 
the Granady slaying until, two hours 
after that event. He said he never 
met Granady personally. 

Later his placidity was shaken 
somewhat in denial of charges from 
Attorney Charles Center Case, repre- 
senting the Chicago Bar association, 
that he had proved a “hostile” wit- 
ness, one not much inclined to help 
Solve the murder.

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Party Conventions Approve 
Coalition Slate of Judges 


BY PARKE BROWN. 
Republican and Democratic county 
judicial conventions yesterday ratified 
the so-called coalition plan of their 
leaders. Each nominated the six 
judges of the Superior court who aire’ 
up for reélection—three from each 
party—and named Municipal Judge 
Robert E. Gentzel for the vacancy 
caused by the death of Judge Hosea 
W. Wells. 

The next step is the decision as to 
which party column is to be chosen 
for the fusion slate. That is to be 
left to the seven candidates them- 
selves, it was indicated. As the Re- 
publicans are in the majority, it has 
been hazarded generally that the Re- 
publican column will be chosen. But 
the Democratic leaders are holding 
back and therefore there is a chance 
that there will be four candidates in 


the Republican column and three in 
the Democratic. 


Eye Bar Association Action. 


This may depend to some éxtent on 
the action of the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion which still is considering running 
some nonpartisan candidates. If inde- 
pendents are filed, splitting the fusion 
ticket between two columns might be 
considered as weakening it. 

The Democratic convention was as 
smooth as a mill pond, but in the 
Republican meeting the Deneen group 
of ward committeemen, backed by a 
considerable number of precinct com- 
mitteemen from thé country towns, 
kept things lively for some time with 
a demand for the nomination of an 
all-Republican ticket. They were 
yoted down overwhelmingly by the 
Thompeson-Crowe majority. 

Reid Leads Deneenites’ Fight. 

This battle was led by Leonard 
Reid, Deneen committeeman from the 
15th ward. He presented an anti- 
coalition resolution declaring that 
there is no need for such a bi-parti- 
san arrangement at this time and that 
the same method of operation has 
been used in the past for hand pick- 
ing judges instead of allowing them 
to be chosen by the voters. | 

“Instead of such judges being kept 
out of politics,”’ the resolution said. 
“they were in fact so closely drawn 


in that they became associated with 
and were subject to the will of politics 
—all to the detriment of the adminis- 
tration of justice and good govern- 
ment.”’ 

The slate, presented by B. 
W. Snow, included in addition to the 
four Republicans — Judges Walter P. 
Steffen, Jesse Holdom, and Worth E. 
Caylor for full terms, and Judge Gent- 
zel for the short term—the three 
Democrats up for renomination, 
Judges John J. Sullivan, Martin M. 
Gridley, and Joseph Sabath. 

The Reid resolution proposed to sub- 
stitute for the three Democrats, 
Charles M. Thomson and Oscar M. 
Torrison, former judges ousted by the 
coalitionists last year, and Municipal 
Judge Daniel P: Trude for full terms 
and to name Ald. E, I. Frankhauser 
for the Wells vacancy. 


Slate Wins by Big Vote. 


When the roll was called the vote 
Was registered for ‘“ Snow’s candi- 
dates” or “ Reid’s candidates,’’ and 
the official count showed 642,249 for 
the former and 161,999 for the lattér, 
each ward precinct committee- 
man having a voting power equal to 
the number of votes cast in his terr'- 
tory in the primary of April 10. 

Beyond this Voting the only business 
transacted was. the adoption of an 
American Legion resolution presented 
by County Commissioner John W. -Gib- 
son indorsing the creation of a war 
veterans’ cemetery. The proposition 
is to be submitted to the voters at 
the judicial election. 

“America First” Missing. 

The only other features of the ses- 
sion were of a negative character. 
Mayor Thompson was not present and 
his “ America First” and “ Draft Coo- 
lidge” platform was not mentioned. 
With silence on the latter subject the 
Deneen people withheld their anti- 
crime plank which had been a cause 
of worry. 

The Democratic organtzation put 
through its program without a dissent- 
ing whisper. In addition to adopting 
the American Legion resolution it also 
approved another denouncing the pres- 
ent high taxes. This was presented by 
Thomas D. Nash, nominee for the 
board of review. It called on Edwafd 
R. Litsinger, Nash’s Republican oppo- 
nent, to explain why the burden of 
taxation is inequitably distributed.

In the usual course of events, the political 
barometer shows a decided drop in public interest 
following a primary election. A lull occurs in 


‘which campaign differences are patched up. The 


people forget. And every one marches united to 


‘ the front when the time comes for all good men 


to come to the aid of their party. | 

Things are different this \time. The people are 
not forgetting. The strategy of postponing un- 
welcome tidings unti] after the primaries is back- 
firing. And current events also play a part. The 
tax bills are out with their bad news, demon- 
strating what it is to live under a wasting, grafting 
government. Those padded bond issues are under 
discussion because some of them must go on the 
ballot in June. Corporation Counsel Ettelson is 
winning a new nickname of “Slippery Sam” by 
evading publication of secret pay rolls said to be 
loaded with the names of political pets. A school 
wall collapses, killing two children and injuring 
thirteen; official negligence is shown to be behind 
the tragedy. The beginning of an attempt to 
lease concessions on Navy pier to an administra? 
tion favorite at a loss of $60,000 to the city has 
been exposed. Lawilessness of the same politico- 
criminal type has continued with the killing of 
Newmark, former investigater for State’s Attorney 
Crowe, former suspect in the Small jury bribing 
case, and latterly one of the governor's payroliers; 
despite signs of investigation, the police have not 
yet revealed who shot Newmark. And the crime 
commission has revealed dismaying facts about the 
judicial methods of three members of the Criminal 
bench. 

Voters are used to the hush-hush and the com- 
promise policy following a primary election. They 
have been trained to impassivity in the face of 
any outrageous factiona] peace treaty by the train 
of alternate discords and love feasts which has 
made republicanism in Illinois a synonym for self- 
ish opportunism. But they expected something 
more upright and sincere following the great elec: 
toral repudiation of the politicians in power on 
April 10. 

Instead, they were offered the same old drama, 
mot even rewritten, recostumed, or given new 
scenery. Harmony was tobe the keynote. Sen- 
ator Deneen, Otis F. Glenn, Republican nominee 
for senator, and Judge Swanson tried in vain to 
write into the state party platform the very issue 
on which the. Republican party in Illinois swept 
the present incumbents out of office. They came 
up against a dead wall, not of opposition, which 
Would be understandable, but of compromise. 

It is not compromise that the voter wants. He 
is looking for the same aggressive stand on the 
fssue of good government vs. government through 
corruption and crime that he voted for at the 
primary elections.

way to the opinion that the Democrats have their 
candidate and their issue. 

_For one thing their politicians believe that they 
have not a ghost of a show in the election without 
Smith, and that the rejection of the strongest 
candidate by the convention either on the score of 
religion or of opposition to prohibition might break 
the party. Of greater consequence is the belief 
of the party leaders that they might win a na- 
tional election with a wet, although he must en- 
counter some religious opposition. 

When a man opposed to Volsteadism can carry 
the party not only in California and other states 
but even in Iowa, as Smith did, it is a sign of 
impatience with government under prohibition. 
Iowa is in the heart of a region supposed to be 
so dry that it was not an issue of party differences. 
In Ohio Democrats say that Smith can have the 
state delegation after the first ballot. . 
These are pertinent indications. They reveal a 
revolt against bigotry and intolerance which 
spreads as the zealots grow more desperate in 
their efforts to intimidate authority, contro] poli- 
tical action, and suppress individuals. The success 
of Smith is a sign of this. It would not have 
been possible four years ago, but now it is appar- 
ent that even the south ig wavering. There the 
political control would dearly love to back a can- 
didate who had a chance to win and is kept in 
hand only by the influence of religious organiza- 
tions to which tolerance in faith and liberality 
in government are next to impossible of 
acceptance, 
The southern politicians even now may be ask- 
ing the preachers if they want to take the party 
to Appomattox again. The predecessor of the 
Democratic party, the Republican-Democrat of the 
old Jeffersonians, walked the Federalists out of 
office and itself into power by attacking the intol- 
erable alien and sedition acts, and the administra- 
tion of them. ® 


Abuses of authority and punishment of men 
for political opinion ruined a party which had 
been invaluable to the republic in its formative 
days. 

It is significant that with the rumblings of 
protest arising the league of intolerance is press- 
ing for further advantage in legislation and re- 
pression, seeking heavier punishnients as provided 
in the Jones-Stalker bill which has been given 
preferred status in the senate. That is typical of 
government by bigotry. It is its instinct and 
habit to increase its repressions as its power is 
threatened. It attempts more coercion as its ex: 
cesses are attacked. As the spirit of the people 
rises bigotry goes to new extremes.

VETERANS. 
The Tyson bill to grant retirement pay to dis 
abled world war emergency officers has passed the 
cenate and is pending in the house. It has been 
unopposed except from one quarter. Retired en- 
listed men point to their own small pensions and 
ask that the Tyson bill be held up until they are 
granted increased compensation. 
’ It is matural for the retired enlisted men to feel 
and to argue as they do. Their attack on the 
Tyson bill ts, as they see it, their only chance to 
win a hearing. 
Congress must decide both the Tyson bill and 
the claims of the enlisted men, and the way to 
do it is not to defeat the Tyson bill because the 
enlisted men are not receiving generous treatment, 
but to pass the Tyson bill and at the same time 
accord the enlisted men the recompense they de 
serve. The disabled emergency army officer is the 
only one out of nine officer classes to have been 
left out. The members of the other eight classes 
have all been cared for by the government. The 
Tyson bill, therefore, aims to right a real injus- 
tice. 
The enlisted men will not be helped by the 
defeat of the Tyson bill; it will mean only injury 
to the emergency officers, Congress’ duty is not 
a negative one—defeat of the Tyson bill—but a 
doubly positive one: passage of the Tyson bill and 
legislation in belalf of the retired enlisted man.

He came to the conclusion that if 
the poor appetite was not due to sep- 
tic tonsils, or some organic disoase, 
there was a pretty good chance that 
the child was anemic, and that if the 
anemia was corrected by diet the ap- 
petite would return—ustmng the hair 
of the dog to cure the bite. 

For this purpose he tried some chil- 
dren on iron tonics, others on cod liver 
oil, and still others on diets rich in 
fresh calfs liver, broiled steaks and 
kidneys: The diet of liver, steak and 
kidney gave the best results. 


His suggestion is that when a child 
has a poor appetite persistently and. 
in consequence loses weight, te be care- | 
fully examined for organic disease, some 
definite physical cause, evidence of bal 
training and nervousness. If any of 
these are found the treatment sbould 
consist in taking care of the cause. 

If none are found, then a diet of 
liver, steak and kidney should be given 
a considerable trial. In a large pro- 
portion of instances the child wil put 
on weight, get some color in his cheeks, 
and regain his appetite. 

This experience is limited to children 
who were taken to a clinic and found 
to be below weight. Had the study 
included children who had fitful appe- 
tites, but who were not taken to clinics, 
or who did not consult physicians, the 
proportion due to simple nervousness 
and poor training would have been found 
larger.

“ His majesty’s government take 
note of your assurance ‘that this de- 
cision has been taken in conformity 
with the ardent desire of the Egyptian 
government to reach an understanding 
and conciliatory sentiments. They are, 
therefore, entitled to assume that the 
Egyptian government will be careful 
to avoid any revival of the contro- 
versy which has led to the present 


crisis. 
Demands Explicit Pledge, . 

“His majesty’s government observe, 
however, that the intentions of the 
Egyptian government regarding the 
future of this bill are not explicitly 
stated in the note, These circum- 
stances, they think it well to make 
clear in terms which will not admit 
misinterpretation. 

“ They regard certain provisions of 
the bill are calculated certainly to 
weaken the hands of the administra- 
tion’s authorities responsible for the 
maintenance of order and protection 
of foreign lives and property. If, 
therefore, the measure in question is 
revived or other measures introduced 
which in their view present similar 
dangerous possibilities, his majesty’s 
government will be obliged to inter- 
vene as in the present instance to 
prevent their enactment.”’
